To Let the Mayor Act 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In recent editorials, the Post- 
Dispatch has stressed the idea that 
@ number of the services now per- 
formed independently by the gov- 
ernments of St. Louis and St. Louis 
county could be more effectively 
rendered by such joint administra- 
tive bodies as the Metropolitan 
Sewer District. Might not similar 
gains in administrative efficiency 
be achieved by a parallel effort to 
co-ordinate the functions of city and 

offices within municipal 
St. Louis? 


The Missouri Constitution of 1875, 
and the Charter of St. Louis adopted 
under it, provided for the perform- 
ance, by city officers, of some of 
the duties usually performed in 
counties by such officers as the 
sheriff, treasurer, collector of rev- 
@nue, recorder of deeds, coroner, 
circuit attorney. However, even 
the present Missouri Constitution 
(of 1945) does not contain a valuable 
‘safeguard to municipal home rule 
which has been amended to the Con- 
stitution of California for over 40 
years. The California constitutional 
‘amendment (Article 11, Section 8%) 
permits any city or eonsolidated 
city-coumnty to provide, in its char- 
ter, for “the manner in which, the 
method by which, the times at which, 
and the terms for which the several 
county and municipal officers and 
employes... shall be elected or 
appointed... .” 

If the provision just cited were 
to be incorporated in an amend- 
ment to the Missouri Constitution, 
then the Mayor of St. Louis could 
really become the chief executive 
officer of the city, and the bene- 
fits of the merit system could be 
extended to many additional city 
offices.

There was widespread opposition to this plan 
in Congress on the groupd that it was inade- 
quate, The National Education Association and

stead_a bill of its own; (H.R. 7535), authorizing 
$1.6 Dillion in grants oyer a 4year 
peri6d; to be ‘Wlotted to states on the basis of 
school-age population. The bill also set up a fund 
for the purchase of school honds from districts 
unable to market bonds elsewhere. The commit- 
tee approved the bill by vote of 22 to 8. Demo- 
crats supported it 15 to 2. Republicans supported 
it 7 to 6. No floor action was taken in 1955. 

In 1956, President Eisenhower requested 
grants for school construction of $250,000,000 a 
year for five years—a total of $1,250,000,000 or 
$350,000,000 less than the sum provided in the 
House bill—the funds to be distributed under a 
formula intended to measure need and the ef- 
fort of states to meet it. 

When H.R. 7535 came to the House floor in 
July 1956, there were four principal roll calls, 
here quoted from Congressional Quarterly. 

The first was on the Gwinn amendment to 
knock out the population formula for grants and 
instead pay to each state an amount equal to 1 
per cent of the federal income taxes collected 
the previous year. This was defeated, 250 to 168. 
Democrats opposed it, 162 to 61. Republicans 
supported it, 107.to 88. 

Next came the Powell amendment, denying 
federal funds to any state failing to comply 
with decisions of thé Supreme Court. This was 
adopted, 225 to 49%, Democrats opposed it, 146 
to 77 fane-supported it, 148 to 46. 
pnell motion to recommit 
with instructions to substi- 
tute the Administration plan for smaller total 
grants and distribution: according to “need.” 
This was defeated, 262 to 158. Democrats op- 
posed it, 215 to 9. Republicans supported it, 
149 to 47. 

Finally a vote was taken on the bill itself. It 
was defeated,’ 224 to 194. Democrats supported 
it, 119 to 105. Republicaris_opposed it, 119 to 75. 

President Eisenhower; ‘though he had -ex- 
pressed mild opposition to the Powell amend- 
ment, made no fight against it at the time Re- 
publicans were attaching it to the bill.

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Mr. Benson’s Nod to Missouri 

Secvetary of AgricultO@ré Benson has finally 
consented to look into Missduri’s long difficul- 
ties in the Agricultural Stabilization and Con- 
servation programs under Murray Colbert. Mr. 
Colbert has been likened in the Missouri press 
to King John of England for his arbitrary 
actions. No doubt Mr. Benson's concession will 

.now be considered noblesse oblige.

At last report some 55 committeemen had been 
fired in Missouri, and no other state could 
report more than 16 firings.

As late as June. Secretary Benson was insisting 
that he was satisfied with the ASC operation in 
Missouri, despite the multitude of protests of 
political interference. To the Secretary’s credit, 
he finally overruled Mr. Colbert and reinstated 
the Boone county committee. Now he promises 
to look into the whole big crop of firings when 
he visits Kansas. City,..on Oct. 10. Missouri 
farmers may GOnSIdeF Ahis a little late, but then 
it will ‘still be a moi “before the election. 
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Adenauer Looks to the Voters 

Chancellor Adenauer’s assertion that a new 
American “isolationism” is not a threat but al- 
ready a fact might be more disconcerting if the 
political parties of West Germany were not ma- 
neuvering’ so assiduously for next year’s national 
elections. His agreement with France for the re- 
turn of the Saar, which had become inevitable 
long ago, gave him a new opportunity to plead 
for a united Europe as an offset to what he calls 
our declining Interest in the continent. But 
American hopés for such a union are a better 
proof of concern ‘than of indifference. 

The Chancellor's words-rather seem to be 
part of the pattern he set-last week when hé 
agreed to a draft term of 12 rather than 1% 
months for Germany's army+o-be. He repeated 
to Senator George, the President's special NATO 
representative, that he was making this conces- 
sion because of the so-called “Radford plan” to 
reduce American ground forces and to count 
more exclusively on nuclear weapons. Yet 
these moves put the Chancellor more nearly in 
line with German public opinion, a position 
favored by politicians as they prepare to ask 
for votes. 

There was strong opposition to rearmament 
and conscription—whether for 12 months or for 
18—in Germany long before Adm. Radford 
spoke last summer. And the argument most fre- 
quently heard in Bonn was that the big bombs 
had outmoded cohventional armies, large or 
small. This opposition is manifested by West 
Germany's ability to raise only 58,000 of the 
300,000 volunteers sought for the planned 
500,000-man force. And the quality of the volun- 
teers also is reported to be disappointing. 


Even elements in the Chancellor’s own Chris- 
tian Democratic party have joined in the tactics 
which have made the full ratification of rearma- 
ment a slow and still incomplete business. Now 
Dr. Adenauer—often called. “more American 
than the Ameri¢ans”—has made a strategic 
retreat. =o” 

But his concessions could be the start of a 
further weakening of NATO. So they give Wash- 
ington something to think about. That the United 
States should dictate to any West European na- 
tion, treating it as a satellite, is out of the ques- 
tion. But this nation is not without influence in 
Europe, even if this must be diplomatically 
applied. 

For one thing, Washington can peat its as- 


surances about keeping American forces in Eu- 
rope. For another, it can remind European gov- 
ernments that, despite American co-operation, 
their defense is primarily their own responsibili- 
ty. And Washington can make some allowance 
for the political situation. 
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¥illing the Hulen Vacancy 

It is difficult to read the mention of Scovel 
Richardson of St. Louis in connection with the 
Hulen vacancy on the federal district bench 
other than in a political context. Were such an 
appointment to be made by President Eisen- 
hower between now and the election the view 
would be widespread that its primary purpose 
was to influence Negro voters in the casting of 
their ballots. 

This opinion is in no way a reflection on Mr. 
Richardson. A member of the bar, he is a for- 
mer dean of the Lincoln University Law School 
which was set up in St. Louis after the Supreme 
Court, in the Gaines decision, required equal 
educational facilities for law students, He is now 
chairman of the Federal Board of Parole. Cer- 
tainly his reputation is good notwithstanding his 
recent strong attachment to a segregated pro- 
fessional school. 

But this record does not of itself qualify its 
holder for the federal bench. There are many 
Republican lawyers or.judges in the Eastern 
District of Missouri who are more entitled to 
consideration. A list of these might include some 
Negroes as well as white members of the bar. 

No Republican President has had an opportu- 
nity to appoint a federal judge in St. Louis since 
Calvin Coolidge nominated the late Judge 
Charles B. Davis. That was 32 years ago. Surely 
President Eisenhower, if he fills the Hulen va- 
cancy, will want to select the best qualified man 
he can find. 
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No Gain in a Deadlock 


Secretary Dulles is back again in “full agree 
ment” with Britain and France on the Suez 
question, say the reports from the United Na- 
tions. He has been in and out of that position so 
often that it is getting difficult to keep track. 
But if there actually is a Western united front 
in the Security Council debate, we hope it will 
be addressed to the objective of reaching a rea- 
sonable compromise with Egypt, and not of forc- 
ing a fruitless deadlock which might impair the 
U.N.’s future usefulness in the problem. 

The British and French are asking that the 
U.N. indorse in substance the international-con- 
trol plan adopted by the London conference in 
Egypt’s absence. They want the Security Coun- 
cil to recommend that Egypt enter negotiations 
“on the basis” of the London proposals. 

But if the door is to be open for compromise 
the negotiations will have to be “on the basis” 
of not only the London plan but also Egypt's 
proposal for an international advisory commit- 
tee and reaffirmation of the treaty of 1888. Are 
Britain, France and the United States ready to 
start from that position? 

While the West has a strong case for some sort 
of settlement that will guarantee free navigation 
of the canal to all nations, it does not have an 
equally strong case against Egypt’s nationaliza- 
tion decree as such. Indeed it would be difficult 
to prove to the Security Council actual damage 
up to now. The predicted disasters that were to 
befall with the withdrawal of non-Egyptian pilots 
have not occurred, and traffic has been main- 
tained at close to normal levels.. Nor has any 
actual interference with free navigation as guar- 
anteed by the 1888 treaty been reported. 

So the West would be wasting time, and manu- 
facturing propaganda opportunities for the So- 
viet Union, if it directed its fight primarily 
toward a vain effort to undo the nationalization 
decree. The goal should be the strongest possible 
international guarantees that the spirit of the 
1888 treaty will be carried out. 
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Still the Yankees Make the Book 


Another World Series game—this one in Yan- 
kee Stadium—claims attention today. But the 
Bums and their followers are enjoying some 
mighty pleasant second thougnts about Friday’s 
adding-machine affair over in Brooklyn. And 
there is no reason why the Yankees should not 
get a glow of a kind out of it. 

Gloating over victory, of course, is exclusive- 
ly the Brooklyns’ privilege. They scored 13 runs 
after being 6 behind in the second inning. They 
tied it up in their half, and they could have 
wiped out the scoring of both teams in those 
two unprofessional innings and still have had a 
handsome win over a team that is supposed to 
be hard to beat. 

But if it takes champions to make the record- 
book even while losing 13 to 8, the Yankees can 
claim the distinction. In all the years of World 
Series play, no team ever managed to give its 
opponents 11 bases on balls until the Yankees 
did it. A new record! And to add distinction to 
this feat, Casey Stengel sent seven pitchers— 
Larsen, Kucks, Byrne, Sturdivant, Morgan, Tur- 
ley and McDermott—to the mound. Another new 
record! Why, there are major league clubs which 
cannot rightly claim to have that many pitchers. 

Setting records is an old Yankee custom and, 
one ‘way or another, they do live up to it. 
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Congress and Magic Carpet Costs 

When it comes to global travel done swiftly, 
effortiessly and costlessly, a Congressman en- 
joys something like the equivalent of the fabu- 
lous magic carpet of the Arabian Nights. His 
ordinary expenses—and even his most extraor- 
dinary ones — are al] taken care of for him. 
If an Air Force or Navy plane will make his 
trip quicker the chances are that he can get one. 
But such magic carpet service is expensive and 
almost every Congressman is reluctant to dis- 
cuss his travel costs and exactly how they— 
along with the many incidentals—are paid for. 

A United Press dispatch from Washington 
this week referred to a House report that gave 
“taxpayers their first real peek” at last fall’s, 
record Congressional junket season. This “first 
real peek’ revealed that in the 12 months end- 
ing last June 30, House members spent $324,389 
in counterpart funds for transportation and ‘inci- 
dental expenses on foreign trips. 

The report did not say how many members 
spent the money, what it cost the military serv- 
ices to fly those who used their planes, nor how 
much additional money—it probably was a far 
greater sum—was spent from other Congres- 
siogal travel funds. The Defense Department did 
prepare a summary of its share for flying the 
junketeers but, being highly dependent on the 
good will of all Congressmen, refused to give a 
copy to Representative Clare E. Hoffman of 
Michigan who had promised to make it public— 
an action that indeed would have been unique. 

Some Congressmen seem to regard counter- 
part funds as not being public funds. They are 
foreign currencies put up by foreign countries 


to match military and economic aid monies from ° 


the United States. American, Conggessmen are 
allowed to dip into them at will for what they 
may term travel expenses. If there is any reason 
why they should not be accounted for, it must 


be a deep secret.

‘Too old to work,’ 800,000 seek jobs in prosperous times; 
unemployment even rising in 35-40 age group; 64,000,000 
citizens over 45 expected by 1975; Secretary of Labor Mitchell 
sees group as potent force for organizing its own survival.

Recently, a friend of mine was fired. 
He was asked by his company to “look 
around for something better because 
the firm could not offer him what his 
talents deserved” (i.e., the firm was 
overstaffed). ‘ 


Soon my friend was unemployed—or, 
in contemporary terms, “between jobs.” 
He is talented, college educated, experi- 
enced, capable, a family man. 


He is also 42. And there is the rub. 
He covered the east side and west side 
of New York, but no job. Too old! 


Finally, he was offered a job in Indo- 
nesia by an oil firm. By the best of good 
fortune, this man and his wife are the 
adventurous type. Come the first of No- 
vember they will be on their way to 
Jakarta. 


This instance coincides with an an- 
nouncement that the Forty-Plus Clubs 
have just formed a National Conference 
of Forty-Plus Clubs of the United 
States. Their intent is to make the pub- 
lic and employers aware that men over 
40 have executive and professional 
value. 


This situation brings up some rather 
hard questions. Can a man at 42 be 
worth $15,000 to $25,000 one day and 
not a dime the next? Why do three out 
of every four employer requests to pub- 
lic employment agencies ban middle- 
aged men? 

Is this country’s business and indus- 
try so rich in human and intellectual 
resources that a man over 40—yes, over 
35—can be tossed on the junk heap at 
a time when he is approaching peak 
performance? 


There are now 800,000 persons over 
45 pounding the streets for jobs. The 
number of unemployed between 35 and 
40 is rapidly increasing into the 
thousands. 

The 45 and over population is rising 
more rapidly than the tetal population. 
In 1900 there were 13,500,000 of age 45 
and over, Today there are 47,400,000. 


By 1975 it is estimated there will be 
64,000,000. 

The majority of those 40 and over 
who are unemployed have become so 
by company mergers, organizational 
failure, lay-offs, firings and resignations. 

Why is it so hard for these men to 
find jobs? 

The tremendous upsurge in company 
pensions, insurance and benefit pro- 
grams has caused most firms to re- 
fuse the “older” worker. Some com- 
panies say these men are less efficient 
than the younger worker, less flexible 
to change; it is too late to train them, 
and “we want to advance our men from 
the inside.” 


There are, of course, a number of 
major industries in the country that 
have found hiring men over 40 good 
business. They see the pension benefits 
cost as “so much fiddle faddle” com- 
pared with men “who are more stable, 
adaptable, just as productive and who 
show more interest in their jobs.” 

Yet it is certainly a paradox that 
while many an industry is suffering 
from shortages of skilled workers and 
keen executive talent, it is turning 
away by the hundreds experienced ap- 
plicants because they are over 40. 


What is the danger and the outlook 
in this situation? One facet can be 
fotind in the words of Secretary of La- 
bor James P. Mitchell who has declared 
that 64,000,000 Americans with families 
and homes cannot be left to starve, and 
that if their economic position becomes 
too difficult they will constitute a tre- 
mendous and potent force in the coun- 
try and will institute some kind of pub- 
lic program for their own survival. 

What this could well mean is that 
some politicians will grab the plus-forty 
ball and run it into a political frame- 
work whereby industry will be faced 
with either keeping and placing the 
“older” worker, or be taxed much more 
heavily than now to maintain them on 
the unemployment list.

The phone makes of every man a 
slave. You cannot escape it without 
fleeing from civilization. It can slip by 
a cordon of secretaries and door guards 
to invade your privacy. It can summon 
you from deep meditation or profound 
work without the slightest considera- 
tion.

Yet the phone is a time saver—some- 
times a life saver. It speeds the doctor 
or ambulance to your door.

It bridges continents and oceans 
to put you in touch with loved ones. 

This being so, you ask, “Why don’t

Too many people call you and 
then hang up before you have a China- 
man’s chance of reaching the phone,” 
you complain. 


The least they can do, having put in 
the call, is to let the phone ring until 
you've had time to answer. They've al- 
ready disturbed your rest, torn you 
away from your work, forced you to 
leave the baby hanging precariously 
from his crib, caused you to bark your 
shin on a chair or let the stew boil over 
on the stove. They shouldn't leave you 
frustrated and furious by banging down 
the receiver after a couple of jingles. 


Will Own Hormones Be Used Against Bugs? 


From Scientific American 


Insects and some related lower ani- 

mals have a growth control harmone 
which has long fascinated physiologists 
and has been investigated intensively 
by Carroll M. Williams of Harvard Uni- 
versity. 
. After a year of work on silkworms 
at the University of Cambridge, Wil- 
liams now reports success in isolating 
the hormone. His experiments with it 
suggest that hormones may be used as 
a*potent new type of insecticide. |. 

The substance Williams has isolated 
is the so-called juvenile hormone. It 
is found in the head region of insect 
larvae. 


While it is present there, the insect 
remains a larva, but evel ylly the 


hormone disappears and the larva 
promptly begins to metamorphose to 
the flying form of the insect. 

Williams isolated the horfiione from 
the abdominal section of the adult male 
silkworm moths. He then found that 
when he applied a tiny amount of the 
substance to the surface of a larva, part 
of the insect’s body metamorphosed and 
the rest remained larval. The creature 
grew into a monster and soon died. 


Willlams points out that’such a hor- 
mone, or a hormone-like chemical, 
might control insects just as plant hor- 
mones already are used to kill weeds. 
The advantage of this approach is that 
an insect is scarcely likely to develop 
resistance to an essential hormone.

The Disappearing Jungle 
DOCTOR JIMEK, | PRESUME. by Dr. Bernhard 
Griimek. (W. W. Norton, 247 pgs., $3.75.) 
More huntan beings, Dr. Grzimek 
Says, have been born during the past 
century than during the whole 500,000 
estimated previous years of our species. 
We are gradually crowding wild ani- 
mals off the. face of the earth and this 
is true espedjally in Africa where there 
are no big-scale wars and our health 
ministrations to the natives are in- 
creasing the population, so that more 
and more the jungle area is being con- 
verted to desert by the slow but sure 

agricultural process. 

Hence the Herr Doctor had always 
been eager to visit the “dark conti- 
nent” and study its wildlife while there 
was any left. A stretch in the German 
army and the subsequent task of re- 
building the bomb-wrecked Frankfurt 
zoo accounted for some years of delay. 
But Dr. Grzimek, a Silesian by descent, 
(who thoughtfully provides the pronun- 
ciation of his name 
in the title of his 
record of the safa- 
ri) finally was able 
to arrange a trip 
to the Ivory Coast. 

The charm of his 
book is peculiarly 
Germanic, combin- 
ing practical ad- 
vice on snake bite 
serums and _ the 
technique of han- 
dling enraged chim- 
panzees with wryly 
humorous observa- 
tions on the world 
including Africa 
and elsewhere. He comments ruefully 
that Germans are not so popular and 
esteemed as in the good old days, yet 
concedes that the French on the Ivory 
Coast were cordial and helpful to him, 
and praises the benign colonial admin- 
istrators of that area. Time heals all 
wounds, or as the popular song goes, 
“It only hurts for a little while.” 

Let us conclude by saying that like 
most people who confine and feed ani- 
mals and unlike most who perform 
this service for human beings, Doc 
Jimek is a kindly soul with a saving 
sense of humor. His literary style is 
not bad: he just doesn’t have any—but 
he is talking rather than writing, and 
it’s good talk. WILL WHARTON.

Tainted Money 


GIFT OF TIME: THE AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF AN 
INTERNATIONAL SMUGGLER, by Andrew Varna. 
(Putnam, 207 pgs., $3.50.) 

Reactions to a book like this are like- 
ly to vary: some may find it exciting, 
others may be saddened. There was ex- 
citement in the author’s successful ca- 
reer aS a smuggler of gold, banknotes, 
diamonds and watches in the early post- 
war years when everything was short in 
supply, and profits were accordingly 
tremendous. The sad part of the story 
is that it has no moral. The author prac- 
ticed his “profession” in several coun- 
tries in Europe and the Western hemi- 
sphere, but was never caught since he 
had the good sense to lay off as soon 
as things began to get hot. 


It all started with World War II. As 
a native of Latvia, the author (whose 
true identity is not revealed) was 
forced to flee as the Germans took over. 
In occupied France, he started innocent- 
ly enough with little forgeries that 
helped refugees to hide or flee from 
their persecutors It was, at least, 
crookedness in the service of a good 
cause. But after the war, Varnas soon 
saw the vast fortunes he would be able 
to make by satisfying certain demands 
in certain countries. 

Fortunes he did make, indeed, but 
the risk was great, and the expenses ate 
up a large slice of the money gained. 
And there is also very little peace of 
mind in this sort of business, because 
each smuggler must be constantly sus 
picious of his associates who may try 
at any moment to acquire the market 
for themselves. 

The author finally repented of his 
evil life. He married, settled down, went 
into a legitimate business and is now 
enjoying a comfortable income. He even 
says he is giving away all the money he 
gained by smuggling because he feels 
it was tainted.

Essentials of Policy. 

I therefore must point out 
the following essentials in our 
national policy. 

One. The testing of atomic 
weapons to date has been—and 
continues—an indispensable part 
of our defense program. The 
development of these weapons 
has been a major, if not deci- 
sive, deterrent to Communist 
aggression in past years. And 
the importance of our strengih 
in this particular field is 
sharply emphasized by the 
Communist world’s numerical 
superiority in manpower. 

Two. As part of a general 
disarmament program, the 
American Government, at the 
same time, has consistently af- 
firmed and _ reaffirmed its 
readiness—indeed, its strong 
will—to restrict and control 
both the testing and the use of 
nuclear weapons under specific 
and supervised international 
disarmament agreement. This 
fact is known to every govern- 
ment in the world. It can 
scarcely Be unknown to any in- 
formed American citizen. 

Three. In terms of our na- 
tional weapons policy, it is the 
responsibility of specific offi- 
cials of the Government— 
notably the Atomic Energy 
Commission, the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, and the President—to 
weigh, at all times, the proper 
emphasis on various types and 
sizes of weapons, their testing 
and development. Such em- 
phasis is necessarily subject to 
constant review and _ re- 
examination. This specific mat- 
ter is manifestly not a subject 
for detailed public discussion— 
for obvious security reasons. 

Proposals Made. 

In the light of this national 

policy, I must address myself 


been made over a period of 
months, I must point out the 
following facts: 

One. There has been more 
than one proposal made. These 
proposals have differed. These 
differences themselves have 
caused confusion. 

On April 21, it was proposed 
that we give “prompt and 
earnest attention to stopping 
further tests of the hydrogen 
bomb.”

Two, The uriwisdom of such | 
action, without proper interna- | 
tional safeguards, was quickly | 
emphasized by the Democratic | 
chairman of the joint congres- 
sional committee on atomic | 
energy, Senator Clinton Ander- 
son. He said: “There is no in- | 
dication that Russia would stop | 
their tests, Under the circum- | 
stances, I do not believe we) 
could call off ours.” 

Not a Partisan Issue. 

The testimony of such a re- 


‘sponsible Democrat makes clear | 


that this is not—as it should 
not be—a partisan political 
issue, but an issue raised by 
one individual. 

Three. The proposals clearly 
take no account of what would 
be the result of stopping our 
tests. Tests of large weapons, 
by any nation, may be detected 
when they occur. But any such

Five. In the verbal confusion 
surrounding these proposals, an 
attempt has been made to cite, 
as having made “similar pro- 
posals,” great world figures, 
even including His Holiness 
Pope Pius XII.

And he called for “‘the 
sum total of those three pre- 
cautions.” 

Six. Within the past week, 
yet another proposition has 
been advanced. This proposi- 
tion denounced the Govern- 
ment’s “insistence” on “per- 
fect” or “foolproof” super- 
vision of disarmament as a 
“danger” imperiling any pos- 
sible international agreement. 

I must solemnly disagree. 
I shall continue this insist- 
ence for however long I am 
charged with chief responsi- 
bility for the security of our 
nation.

Close to Beal, and then a 12- 
yard get-away by Beal before 
Close sneaked over for the TD. 

When U. City made its first 
attempt at retaliating, it was 
Beal who ended the threat by 
intercepting a pass on the 4- 
yard line. The next time U. 
City moved, however, no one 
could stop them. Holdsberg’s 
first touchdown made it 14-7 
but Beal swept nine yards into 
the end zone to climax a Nor- 
mandy drive that, with Sanders’s 
kick, made the score 21-7.

ST.LOUIS POST-DISPATCH 
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NEW HAVEN, CONN., 
Oct. 6 (AP). 
Following is the text of Adlai 
E. Stevenson's speech last 
night at Yale University: 

I feel that your reception has 
done altogether too much honor 
to a man whose previous under- 
graduate association was with a 
university which has often 
caused you acute embarrass- 
ment and great joy on crisp 
autumn afternoons — named 
Princeton! 

I have also had some consid- 


ntal, 
natural that I have always 
wanted to attend Yale, too, in 
one guise or another—but I 
never quite expected that it 
would be as an itinerant poli- 
tician. 

But your president is not 
only a man of warm hospitality 
and boundless tolerance, he is 
also an eminent historian, who 
knows that American life is 
made up of many strange things 
—and that even college stu- 
dents ought to be exposed to 
some of them. And one of the 
strangest is a man who runs for 
President; and a still stranger 
one is a man who runs for 
President twice! 

Still, if I managed to circum- 
navigate only the wrong two of 
what used to be called the Big 
Three, I ani relieved to say that 
I have a Yale man on the ticket 
with me—and I want to take 
this occasion to tell you how 
proud and happy I am about 
my running mate, an alumnus 
of your law school—Estes Ke- 
fauver.

I am particularly glad to be 
here at Woolsey tonight 
because I always enjoy speak- 
ing at colleges. Now whenever 
I say this, I can see most of my 
entourage wince — particularly 
those eggheads who surround 
me, all of whom are hardboiled 
now. 

You know, that word “egg- 
head” is interesting. Some 
people think it means that you 
have a lot in your head, and 
some thing it means that you 
have nothing on your head.

“I think a lot of Republicans 
have been careless and politi- 
cally foolish,” Chief Justice 
Warren has said, “in the way 
they have confused social prog- 
ress with Socialism. In my opin- 
ion it does the party harm to 
yell about Socialism every time 
a government, federal, state or 
local, does something to serve 
its people in the fields of health, 
job security, old-age security, 
child care, conservation, intelli- 
gent use of water resources or 
in any other general fields in 
which government today must 
operate ause individuals 
can't do what is needed for the 
greatest good of the greatest 
number.” 

I. do not think the Ameri- 
can people are going to be 
much more impressed in 1956 
by the Vice President’s thread- 
bare shouts about Socialism 
than they were two years ago 
by his loud shouts about Com- 


munism, 

I really believe we have 
outgrown this kind of politics. 

I am not opposed to a hard 
fight. Indeed, there are some 
who seem to think I have been 
fighting too hard in this cam- 
paign. 

I was somewhat consoled the 
other day, however, when an 
old friend, comparing the 1956 
campaign with 1952, said—-a bit 
sourly, I thought—“I am glad 
at last to see the declarative 
sentence begin to triumph over 
the subjective.” 

Hard-hitting, factual debate is 
the essence of democracy. In- 
nuendo, smear and slander are 
not. They debauch the language 
of politics; they defile the dia- 
logue which is the means by 
which free society governs itself. 
George Orwell once said that, 
if you want to corrupt a people, 
first corrupt the words in which 
they express themselves. The 
English language can take a lot, 
especially in election year, but 
there are limits to the burden 
of deceit and infamy which it 
should be asked to bear. 


This is a point in the cam- 
paign when it seems worth re- 
calling the ground rules of 
political responsibility — and I 
mean in terms of self reminder 
as much as criticism, because 
I don’t consider myself blame- 


ess. 

And if these rules are only 
all too obvious to you who 
enjoy the advantage, yes the 
luxury, of perspective, then I 
can only say that, in the heat

I do not believe that we 
Democrats have the answers 
for 1956 simply because we 
had them for 1932. No more 
do I believe that the Repul- 
licans have them for this 
present movement in time 
simply because the country 
turned to them in 1952. And 

the greatest mistake we as a 

people could make would be 

to confuse 1956 with 1952 

simply because the same two 

individuals are carrying the 
party standards. 


As one of those individuals, I 


am peculiarly exposed to the!

At the Movies

HEN Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer bought Robert Anderson's 
Wii stage drama, “TEA AND SYMPATHY,” it was faced 

with a knotty problem in making it acceptable to the 
Production Code in the film adaptation. In the stage play, 
essentially a condemnation of the herd’s 
readiness to pillory the off-horse, the non- 
conformist, the motivating factor was that 
a shy, sensitive 17-year-old student in a 
boys’ school was unjustly accused of homo- 
sexuality and so persecuted he tried to 
slash his wrists in a fit of despair. En- 
couraging the persecution was the house- 
masier, a robust out-of-doors type. His wife, sympathetic 
to the agony of the youth, courageously stood up for the 
boy, and, in anger at her husband’s sneers at mothering a 
whining sissy, accused him of tostering the persecution to 
cover his own latent homosexuality which had drivég them 
apart. She then, overcome with compassion for the miser- 
able boy, gave herself to him to restore his belief in him- 
self in a tender and delicate scene. 

The Production Code prohibits gdny mention of homo- 
sexuality, so, with Playwright Anderson himself doing the 
script, the plot of the movie, now at LOEW’S STATE THE- 
ATER, was changed to having the boy, Tom Lee, derided 
because he was seen demonstrating a sewing stitch to three 
faculty wives on the beach, while the other boys engaged in 
athletics. He is then hooted at as “Sister Boy,” and shunned 


, like a plague; his father all but disowns him, and his room- 


mate wants to Change rooms. Having all the hulabaloo and 
scandal over a boy merely being called a sissie is ridiculous, 
and weakens a finely acted production of Anderson’s wise 


‘ penetrating play. 


The dropping of the accusation against the housemaster 
—his wife merely says, “We have grown apart—we no 
longer touch”—does no damage to the dramatic impact. But 
an epilogue—also forced by the Production Code, that holds 
wickedness can never go unpunished — is another dra- 
matic defect. The wife, Laura, is heard in a letter pointing 
out she paid for her sins by losing her husband and long 
unhappiness. It is a bad anticlimax, and overly obvious 
in its attempt to patch up the moral rents of the script; if 
it had to be, it would better have come in the prologue. 

Outside of these objections, this is an engressing, valid 
drama. The three principals, all of whom created the roles 
on the Broadway stage, are first-rate. Deborah Kerr, as 
Laura, gives a beautiful performance, one of vibrancy, warm 
emotion, and deep perception in every facet of compassion, 
aching loneliness of spirit, distress and anguished decision. 
John Kerr plays the wretched and bewildered youth with 
a quiet naturalism that evokes sympathy and pathos. Leif 


Frickeon is right, too, as the bullish, hale and hearty house- © 


master who is narrow, callous and cruel underneath.

Giant Cheese Sandwich 
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A GIANT CHEESE SANDWICH THAT WILL SERVE SEVERAL IS TOPPED WITH AN ONION AND 
PAPRIKA SAUCE AND THOROUGHLY HEATED BEFORE SERVING. 


T IS quite appropriate that 

the month of October has 

been chosen as festival time 
for cheese as well as for rice. 
So often, we use these two 
foods in combination. There is 
contrast in flavor and, at the 
same time, one supplements the 
other nutritionally. 

While milk, from which 
cheese is manufactured, is in 
season all. during the year, 
there is a larger supply during 
the summer. A large amount 
of this is used in preparing the 
many types of cheese of domes- 
tic origin. Many of these are 
called by the names they have 
been given in Europe, where 
they originated. 

In colonial days, in every 
farm home and in many vil- 
lages, pot cheese or cottage 
cheese was made whenevér 
there was extra milk. 

In a few dairies, Cheddar 
was made even before factory 
production. The first small 
cheese factories were, naturally 


-enough, in dairy sections and 


centered in New York state. 
Later they journeyed west with 
the pioneers. Wisconsin is now 
the center of the cheese indus- 
try.

Paprika Giant Sandwich. 

One loaf (15-inch) French 
bread, one package (eight 
ounce) sliced Cheddar or Swiss 
cheese, one-fourth cup butter 
or margarine, one medium 
onion chopped, one and one- 
half teaspoons paprika, one 
teaspoon celery seed. 

Cut bread into %-inch slices 
without cutting through bottom 
crust. Insert. cheese between 
bread slices. Melt butter or 


margarine and add remaining 
ingredients. Cook over low heat, 
stirring occasionally, until 
onion is tender. Pour over loaf. 
Place loaf on baking sheet and 
bake in moderate oven (350 
degrees F.) 30 minutes, or until 
thoroughly heated. 

Grilled Cheese Sandwiches. 

Six slices processed Cheddar 
cheese, three medium tomatoes 
sliced, 12 slices bread, onion 
salt, one-fourth cup butter or 
margarine softened, one tea- 
spoon paprika, one-half tea- 
spoon sesame seed. 

Arrange cheese and tomato 
slices on six slices bread. 
Sprinkle with onion salt. Top 
with remaining bread silices. 
Combine butter or margarine, 
paprika and sesame seed and 
mix well. Spread tops of sand- 
wiches with half of paprika 
butter. Place sandwiches, but- 
tered side down, on heated 
griddle. Spread with remaining 
paprika butter and brown on 
both sides. Yield: six servings.

UNDER THIS AGREEMENT, 
the miners would receive a 
boost in pay of $1.20 a day, and 
another raise of 80 cents would 
be effective next April. They 
would be given two more days 
of vacation, $40 more in vaca- 
tion pay, and three more holi- 
days each year. ‘ 


The paper reported this 
would give the miners a total 
of $22.25 per day, two weeks of 
vacation, with $180 vacation 
pay, and nine holidays a year. 
The three new days would be 
a day before Thanksgiving, a 
day before Christmas and a 
day before New Year's. 


This high pay and all these 
vacations will not really offset 
weeks and weeks of unemploy- 
ment, however. It has become 
a habit in seasonal industries 
and in industries where there 
are long periods of unemploy- 
ment to raise the daily wage 
scale. But when you take into 
account the amount of wun- 
employment, the people actually 
have a very poor living stand- 
ard. I am afraid that is really 
the condition in West Virginia.

human life closely—facts

HERE is a perennial inter- 


a part of our nation’s and our 
community's statistical record. 
A national census is necessary 
for granting certain rights and 
privileges to states and com- 
munities. Our birth became part 
of a series of vital tables and 
our death will assume a similar 
place. Certain illnesses which 
attack us are reported and re- 
corded. 

One of the most important 
functions of the St. Louis Health 
Division is collecting and ana- 
lyzing statistical information. 


* * * 
VITAL STATISTICS has 
been poetically called “the 


bookkeeping of humanity.” All 
the pertinent information on 
birth records, death certifi- 
cates: doctors’,reports of dis- 
eases; activities of the public 
health nurse; the sanitarian’s 
records of restaurant inspec- 
tions; housing conditions or en- 
vironment hazards is compiled 
and becomes the basis for 
planning public health programs 
that will influence the life and 
well-being of every citizen. 


A steady increase in a dis- 
ease as a cause of death points 
out where efforts need to be 
concentrated. Likewise a de- 
crease in the incidence of an 
illness shows that present prac- 
tices are paying dividends. 
Today death records, reveal 
that about 75 per cent of all 
deaths are attributed to the 
chronic diseases that come with 
advancing years. Medical sci- 
ence, that has played such a 
dramatic role in controlling the 
more serious diseases of child- 
hood and increasing longevity, 
is faced with a new goal—to 
prevent as many of these long- 
term. illnesses as possible and 
to return their victims to active 
social and economic existence. 

a * - 

STATISTICS are also vital 
to the control and eventual 
eradication of tuberculosis, and 
other contagious diseases. They 
point to neighborhoods, age 
groups, even the occupations, 
where we in public health must 
concentrate our efforts to find 
new infectious cases and thus 
prevent their spread. 

Through prompt and accurate 
collection of pertinent figures 


we are able to compile factual 


information about diseases, ac- 
cidents, housing and many other 
situations which indicate some 
need or trend in the commu- 
nity. These concrete facts take 
away the work in public health 
planning.
